THE MORR:‘SON DEFEAT. 


The Cheers With Which he N.uws of the Vote Was 
Meceived. 

WasHINGTON, May 6—The morning hour 
having been dispensed with, the house at 
11:10 went into committee of the whole, Mr. 
Cox, of New York, in the chair, on the tariff 
‘bill. 

Mr. Brown, of Pennsylvania, spoke in sup- 
port ofa protective system of taxation. 

Mr. Townsend, of | linois, quoted from the 
various platforms of the democratic national 
conventions to show that that pariy had al- 
ways been in favor of tariff reforms, and had 
always declared fora revenue tariff. Some 
gentlemen repu liated the term ‘‘protection,”’ 
and took refuge behind the term ‘‘discrina- 
ination.’’ If discrimination were boiled 
down it would be found to be quintessence 
of protection. Ifit wasnot a proper time 
to begin wors oftanff-reduction, when the 
presidential election was coming on, and 
ihe people could record their votes on 
the question, when would the proper time 
be? 

Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, said he was 
sorry the bill was not in such form as to ao 
justice to bis state, but it came like al] other 
legislation, tv be acted upon and amended, 
and to decline now to consider it would be 
to stand as an obstructionist to much needed 
legisiation. He was not willing to enter into 
a coalition with the republican party to ob- 
struct wise and patriotic legislation by the 
democratic majority. He was willing to 
trust to the wisdom, honesty, good sense ani 
goud faith of the friends of the measure to do 
exact justice to his state and exact justice to 
ail sections. 

MR RANDALL'S SPEECH, 

Mr. Randall, of. Pennsylvania, then took 
the floor in Opposition to the bill. He open- 
ed by stating the extreme quickness with 
which capital invested in large 
industrial establishments took alarm at ad- 
verse critic sm, While in common with all 
other interests it was liable to be called on in 
taxation to aidin the support of the govern- 
ment. Congress owed it to itself that noth- 
ing like a vindictive policy should be adop- 
ted, Inthe nice adjustment of business af- 
fairs there was notulng more conducive to 
success than stability. If there was siability 
it wasthe sure foundation of confidence, 
and as a natural resu'!t, capital and 
labor moved forwacd in their 
respective spheres in cuntent and accord, and 
Wilts mutual profit. To judge from the in- 
tem perate language and exaggerated rheotric 


which had so frequently marsed the debate, | 


it would seem as if those engaged in indus- 
trial pursuits were robbegs and outlaws. As 
a matter of fact, tbey wefe nothing of tie 
sort. They were a part (no mean part) of the 
business men of the country, and had been 
invited under law to engage in those employ 
ments, and, therefore, if fur no other reason, 
they were entitied to the protection of the 
law. They were part of our resources as a 
nation, and (o@févelop those resources was 
the test of tre sigtegmansbip. He rejoiced 
in.the growth and prosperity of every section 
of the cguntry,: If the denunciations of the 
advocates of the “Drill were believed, 
the men wha had built up our man- 
ufactures had committed an unpardonable 
sia, Hecould see a good reason why. Eng- 
land should not think so, but not why sach 
should be the feeling of any citizen of the 
United States. Great Britain -had never 
ceased to deplore the loss’ of her American 
olonies. Sie had struck, asshe thought, a 
deadly blow in 1812, and during our late 
civil warshe had done her best to sunder 
the two sections, Since that time she had 
changed her policy, and instead of force, re- 
soried to peisuasion and advice, She eked 
out the lion’s skin with that of a tox, The 
United Stares should rétiamber - the 
warning to fear the Greeks When bringing 
He then went on to argue agatust 
the policy of unsettling the busioess mter~ 
esis by constant tinkering’ with the tariff. 
Should no law last longer than the meeting 
of the next congress? Shoulda meetiag of 
cOngress cause fear, and its adjournment 
iuseeujoyment? Should nothing be settled 
for a time, at least, but should doubt and 
mistrust always haunt the waking and sleep- 
ing hours of the people? For one he was 
emphatically opposed toany suca suicidal 
policy. it would be madness for any party 
lt was submitted to every 
member's judgment toappily a heroic remedy 
to this bili. or to let it linger outa sickly ex- 
istence, bearipg in its wake business 
confusion and general bankruptcy. It was 
not based on any sound principle. Tuere 
had been apologies for it, but no defense. it 
Was guessed. that it might reduce the surplus 
revenue, bat nobody pretended to speak with 
certainty. There was no-attempt for the ad. 
jQstment of the tariff. It sliced, reckless of 
the injury it might do certain interests and 
indusiries, as weil as to revenue. It was like 
the famous bed of the ola robber. If a man 
Was too small he was stretched out to its in. 
exorable length. If tog long he was cut 
uown to fit it. It«..was a thing of 
measurement, and not a wise scheme 
of reduction. Hor:zontal reduction afforded 
noremedy. On the contrary it made worse 
Woat was bad before, ~ lt was a palpable coa- 
fession cof inatility to handle the intricaie 
problem atonce, or else a rash eagerness to 
do what was at once uncalled for, unwise 
and unfortunate. It appeared to be agita- 
tion only for sake of agitation, always a mis 
take. It wasthe clear dictate of common 
sense to have waited until the effect of the 
‘ast tariff bill could haye been learned, and 
thus have saved fpomail passion and turbu- 
lence of a presidential election a quesuon 
‘0 which the ~pudlic welfare was 
so deeply cagcerned, and which, if possib! 
should uever be made a purely partisan issue. 
Though this subject cugat not w involve any 
question of party allegiance, it might be well

Mr. Findley, of Maryland, said that the 
bill wax like Dr. Johnson’s mutton, ill fed, ill 
cooked, ili dressed... Whether it would be 
ill killed or not depended upon the vote to 
be taken to-day. It was too late yet to re- 
treat, and democrats could go home to their 
constituents and iell the people that since 
they had come to Washington, local lines of 
interest had widened into the horizon of the 
country. 

BLACKBURN AND EATON. 

Mr. Blackburn said that, unlike the gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania (Randall) he did not 
complain of the conduct of the debate. In 
the main it had been fair—fair from the 
different standpoints from which the bill had 
been reviewed. He did regret that the gen- 
tleman from COonnecticut (Eaton) should

He chal- 
lenged the tariffs of the world to present pro- 
visions of an enormity’ and confusion 
approaching those of the pending 
measure; asserted that: it would require 
a special catechism to auswer 
questions which must be asked before any 
goods were imported, and predicted that if 
the bill were enacted into a law,before a year 
every importing merchant would be clamor- 
ing to congress to restore the oid. rates of 
duty. The bill tossed into the lap of Earope 
one-fifth of the duties which now flowed into 
the treasury of the United States without ex- 
acting an equivalent from any of the couns 
tries of Europe. To call that statesmanship 
was to nullify the meaning of the Englisa 
language Hethen proceeded; in reply to 
Mr. B.ackbarn’s speech, to deiail the benefirs 
which the country had derived from the pro- 
tective system, and his. remarks were con- 
stantly greeted with the applause of his pariy 
associuics. “AL bail,’ he exciaimed in con- 
clusion, *‘to the governme xt of protection 
which strews his pathway with gold, and lines 
all borders with the flower of popular com- 
forts,”’ 

MR MORRISON'S CLOSING SPEECG, 

Mr. Morrison, of Itlinois, closed the debate 
with a rapid review of the objections which 
had been made to the bill,aud an equally 
rapid and brief answer to those objections. 
Should the motion to strike out the enact- 
ing clause be agreed Lo, it would be a declars 
ation that the tariff taxation would be con- 
tinued, and the democratic party would §ap- 
peal. from the congress of the United 
Siates to the people, and the people 
would so understand it. He referred to 
the fact that democrats from Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan and Colorado had been elected 
on the tariff reform platform, and expressed 
his fear that if the bill should be defeated, 
they would be surrounded by Page and 
Burrows and Hazelton, and “my dear binb 
beil.”’ He then turned his attention to Mr.

FEDBRAL GOSSIP. 


Tho Clyl! Service Reform Aassociatioa—The Swaim 
Trial, 

WasHineton, May 6.—A report was recent- 
ly published to the effect that the civil ser- 
vice referm association, of which George 
William Cartis is president, has been send- 
ing circulars to federal officials who are del- 
egates to the national republican convention, 
warying them against such violation of civil 
service law. Professor Gregory, of the civil 
service commission, said today that he 
thought this must be a mistake, as there was 
no law orrule probibiting federal officials 
irom attending political conventions, They 
were entitled to all the rigbts and privileges 
of other citizens, and were at liberty to attend 
toe convention as delegate or other- 
wise. They were only prohibited from using 
their official authority to influence or coerce 
the political action of their subordinates.

The suspension has weakened and 
demoralized share speculation, Large blocks 
of long stock has been thrown on the market, 
and it is thought several firms wi'l have to go 
under. Prices have broke. 

The suspension of Grant & Ward has been 
announced at the stock exchange. The firm 
is composed of General U. 8. Grant, James D. 
Fish, U.S. Grant, Jr., and Ferdinand Ward. 
About 600 shares of Cleveland, Colorabuoe 

Cine:nnati and Indianapolis, the Omaha and 
Alton, and the Terre Haute were closed out 
under the rule. Also some Nickel Plate sec- 
ond mortgage. Kiernan’s Wall Street News 
Agency issues the following: 

Rumors of a defalcation of $500,000 have 
accompanied the suspension of the Marine 
bank. The party in qves tion is said to have 


had close relations with the bank. 
We have iavestigated and get the 
following statement. The embarrassment. 
of Grant & Ward is said on reliabie authority 
to be due to the absence of one officer, who 
has not been at his place of business since 
Saturday last. Various ramore are afloat in 
financial circles, respecting which Mr. Grant, 
senior member of the firm,says: ‘'I cannot de- 
ny or corroborate the repor:s current. We are 
nearly $500 000 short. Our safes are locked 
and until we can fiud Ward I cannot say how 
we sfand.,”’

Jas. D. Eish, president of the Marine bank, 
has been a heavy investor in real estate the 
past year, having purchased Booth’s theater 
at Sixth ayenue and Twenty-third street, 
which he is remodeling inte astore. He has 
built a large French flat house, and owns 
other real estate property. He yesterday 
transferred to the bank a building oh 
Wall street, $80.000. 
One of surmises 
is that the trouble of the bank is due to the 
president’s real estate transactions, but prom- 
inent real estate brokers say his purchases 
have all been sound investments. Immedi- 
ately after the announcement of the suspen- 
sion radmors ran wild on Wali street :-that 
other failures would follow, and it reported 
that the Nassau, Metroplitan and Garfield 
national bank and the Bank of the Repasblic 
were embarrased. Inqu'ry at their offices 
failed to give any verification of these storiés. 
fhe executive committee of the associated 
banks held a meeting at the clearing house 
aud remained for several hours in session. At 
the close of the meeting it was announced 
it had been decided todrop the Marine bank 
from the association, and to cut it off 
from all further privileges of 
the clearing house, Manager Camp 
said that the balance due to the clearing

CLAIMS UF SULVENCY FOR TH® BANK, 

The bank examiners are in charge of the 
books of the Marine bank, and nothing could 
be learned in regard to the progress of their 
work. The directors of the bank remained 
in session et the bank building all the after- 
noon with closed doors... President Fish, it 
is understood, was not present. [The members 
of the board claimed that the bank ivself 
was ina perfectly solvent c ndition; that the 
rumored suspension would amount to no 
more than a temporary embarrassment, ari 
business would be resumed in a few days. 

Cnaries T. Elwell, vice president of the 
bauk, said the bank is svivent, and there is 
no reason why it should not goon. The 
trouble was all brought about by the dealings 
of the bank with the firmof Grant & Ward. 
On Monday the cashier of the bank’ was au- 
thorized to certify checks of Grant & Ward to 
the amount of $750 000, it being understood 
that the firm wouid deposit sufficient seou- 
ri'y this morning to cover the indebtedness. 
They failed to make the deposit this morn- 
ing, and ia copsey uence when 
‘he checks were presented at (the clearing 
house, there was nothing to meet them with 
oa the bank. Tse account showed that the 
bank owed a balance of $555 000 to the c-ears 
ing house, but this was reduced to $339,000 
by the discovery that there was Jamong the 
checks presented over $200 000 in uncertified 
checksof Grant & Ward. The bank then 
made payment to the clearing house of $210,- 
OO in cash, and remainder in valuable 
securities of discharging indebtedness. The 
surplus of the benk over and above the 
rea! estate is $250,000, and there are no other 
ou'standing liabilities. Fish must have lost 
his head comp.etely. He isa man who has 
been very successful in real esta’e operations, 
and is reported to have made about $600 OOO 
in thisway.

Mr Chairman, ine place left for me being so near 
the end of the general cebaie l will not reiterate 
general doctribes ai eady so forcioly put, but re- 
piy to the main objections to this biil and to some 
of the points made by its opponents. 

Some of our friends disapprove of a horizontal 
rduetion. We have had a boriz »ntal redaction of 
Ll per cent in each of the years 1553, 
1835. 1837, and 1739, and of 20 percentin1842. We 
increased horizontally 20 percent in 1865 and a 20 
per cent decrease horizontally was madein 1366, 
{un 1872 wereduced 10 per cent, andin 1875 in- 
creased 10 per cent, ali horizontally, A horizon- 
tal scale is often applied to wages; why not to 
taxes? It migntin some ins!ances work unequally, 
but these, as wellasallother ins‘auces of wrong, 
eau be and will be righted by amendment while 
the billis under consideration by sections, This 
horizontal plan is therefore usual, aud itissimple 

Special caves of hardship can be better taken 
care of under it than under a bill specifying every 
item in the tariff lists, because it wili giye more 
time to consider those special instances. Such a 
bill being shorter allows more time for other mat- 
ters of publicand private importance, Audis 
doubtful whether we would have timoto passa 
billin any othershape. We tricd it last congress, 
and after spencing weeks in 
its discussion had to take b bill 
originated in the senate and pass it in the 
house wilhout its details having even been read by 
the representstives of the people. However, its 
form aud contents are oaly suggested by a com- 
mittee of this house, and are en-itied to no more 
weight than the reported bills from that commitiee 
should have. We, are of course at perfect liberty 
to alter or amend as we please, Al! that our party 
hus agreed to do is to make a honest effori tv pass 
some vill whicn will reduce somewhat the surp!ns 
revenveand somewhat more ihe burdens of taxa- 
tion, Upon that we have agreed with far greater 
unanimity than isusual upoa public questious of 
any unusual interest, aod have aright to expect 
the @ «operation of all whose absolute’ seuse of 
daty docs not compel them to hoid back. 

Seeing thatthe democratic party was in earnes 
in tois matter the protectiouist press began with 
one accord to put obstacies in the path to preveut 
even & discussion Of the bill.

suitable for those by whom they were elected.”’ So 
Mr Tilden wrote: 

“Devoted to the rightsof onr American fodustr y,

The fairness of wages depends not wholly or 
what is paid a’person for any given time, but also 
upon the value of his /abor to his employer during 
that time.

Five, four, or even (wo 
miies of road can be permanently improved 
every year, and for this purpose the old law 
isas good asany; all that is needed is a change 
ofsystem. Properly managed, the roadways 
of every county in the state could be brought 
to perfection within a period of, say, ten, fif- 
teen or twenty years, The system once per~ 
fected would be practically permanent, and 
those who organize and carry out the improve- 
ment will have the pleasure—and it ought to 
be avery great pleasure—of knowing that 
they have left to their posterity a legacy 
worthy of the foresight and enterprise of an 
energetic generation. 

Fulton county is adding something every 
year to its system of macadamized roads, and 
in the course of a very few years its public 
highways will be models forthe rest of the 
state. Wecan only hope that the exaniple 
will be followed. It will be an easy matter 
for adjoining counties to take up the work 
where Fulton leaves it, and thus give io 
themselves and to the people at large the 
inestimable privileges and advantages which 
grow out of good roads.

ATHENS, May 5.—Editors Constitution: You askea 
me if I think the south will ever be able to spin 
all the cotton it will raise. 

I reply never; andif itshould the yarn won'd 
not be worth as muchas thecotton., This brings 


my mind to the cause which leads to the fact tnat 
sometimes goods will get below the price of the raw 
cotton from which the goods are made, as for in- 
stance, one of the most striking instances was the 
time when I sold yarns in ihe Philadelpbia market 
at 40 cents per pound and cotton at 38 cents. all on 
the same day. Now the cause which led to this 
was the fact that more cott>»n was made into varn 
than was required for immediate use. This of 
course had the tendency of making cotton searcein 
other departments. Then other departments b_fog 
obliged to have cotton for immidiate use were. of 
course, obiiged to follow the price up, and I doubt 
no but some men would have taken it at a doilar 
per pound. 

Many people think that over production is the 
cause of goods getting beiow the price 
of production. They say more goods are made than - 
are needed. I cannot think thisto betrue Ifyou 
include one yearin thecircle of the people’s neces- 
sities no year will produce more than the world wil} 
take, and with acropof seven million bales of cots 
ton all the spiadies of the world will be kept em. 
p'oyed, and ail the goods will be taken. Now, you 
reduce the crop to five anda half millions andit 
is evident thatsome of the spindies and some of 
the least important uses must siop their work and 
us> 

Let us take another view. Suppese the brown 
goods manufacturers who have their mills near the 
cotton flelds. should secure one fourth the crop for 
brown goods before it was known that the crop Was 
short, what would be the effeci’ The effec: would 
be simply this: The brown goods market, havicg as 
many goods thrown upon it as what should have 
been thrown on jt wiih acrop of seven million 
bales, Wili not pay any more for the sheeting than 
if there had aciuaily been seven mil 
horns of bales made, while the cotton market 
having only three anda half millions of bales left 
for all otheruse beside brown goods, would be 
forced up toa pointnot unlikely above the price 
of brown goods pound for pound as was the case 
when I sold yarns at 38 cents and cotton at 40 cents, 

Now. whatshould be donein such cases? Sim- 
ply stop aad put what surplus cotton the company 
holds en the market. This bas a two fo.d effect. It 
supplies a deficit in the cot'on market, and at the 
same time equalizes the relative value of brown 
goocs with cotton by puttive one down 
aud elevating the other. I have ouly run the Athens 
factory on short timetwice The first was woes 
yarn and cotton were of reiative vaiue, as stated 
above, and the other wasin 1:82. On April 1 1 
begau to run on shortt:me. simply becanse I was 
sure that we had more ysrus made was re- 
quired. I adjudged this from the reis‘ive value 
ot cotton and yarns. Leoutinu: don three-fourths 
time until July 1, when i canciuded from the full 
crops which were in sight throughout this 
whole country, that yarn wonld be iu demand 
in the fall. I therc fore held my 
stock.

SOMETHING ABOUT CARP. 


Gut of the Po 4d and Inte the Pan—‘ Praciiecal 
Teat 

carp is comparatively a new 
fish in Georgia, but within the past three or 
four years the liberal policy of the United 
States fish commission has enabled many of 
our farmers to make an experiment with 
this superb specimen of the fiuny tribe, and 
the most favorable reports come in from 
every quarter. lt is said that 
there are now in this state 
between three and four thousand carp ponds, 
but this estimate may be a little above the 
mark. 

Strange to say,in all. that has been pub- 
lished concerning carp culture, und the papers 
have been fuil of it, but little has been said 
about the carp as a table fish. This is -pre- 
cisely the point of the greatest interest to all 
who contemplate starting a pond. The fact 
that ry certain species of fish 
will increase rapidly and grow to 
a large size is of trifling import 
if it-is not a first-rate article for the table. 
This being the case, a brief account of a visit 
to Dr Samuel Hape’s carp pond, at Hape~ 
vilie, in this councy, will find appreciative 
readers. This pond is one of the oldest carp 
ponds in the state. It is small, containing 
less than an eighth of an acre, but from first 
to last it has been a pronounced success, 

A day or two ago a nuwmber of friends were 
invited by Dr. Hape to visit his pond, as he 
was going to remove some spawners to a new 
pond constructed on a more scientific prin- 
siple. Advantage was taken of the ppportu- 
nity to test the edible qua ities of the -carp, 
and the visitors evidentiy enjoyed the reve- 

ition thus opened before them. The oc. 
casion was not favorable for an experiment 
with carp of every size and age, but 
the test was sufficiently thorouga 
to convince all who enjoyed the p'easure 
that this newly comesticated fish is en 
titled torank very hich in point of flavor 
and good table qualities, It was the gener- 
al verdict that these fish are the equal of 
the best fresh water fish. Thereis a differ- 
ence in carpin this regard. A great dea! 
d-pends upon the food. Dr. Hape’s carp bave 
always been fed upon an abundance of bread 
crumbs and cracker dust, and this has been 
found capital food for them. 

Dr. Hape has found that his fish average at 
least a pound a year increase in weight, and 
he is satisfied that they can be made to 
double that. Someef his carp have attained 
the weight of eight pounds in fouryears. But 
it is usetess, the doctor says, to expect an lu- 
crease in carp unless the dams of the ponds 
are constructed with a view to allowspawners 
the advantage of growing grass, weeds, or 
some growing branches of trees especially 
adapted to the habits of the fish, He says 
too, that al' ponds should beso constracted 
as to render it easy to draw them off at pleas- 
ure, and as the carp should ba taken with 
a seine, it is plain to see that 
they should occupy as small a territory as 
possible in order to successfully take them 
in. The doctor’s new pond is made entirely 
of underdrainage from bottom lands, thus 
preventing other kinds of fish from getting
